Plans for 165 homes 


A MASSIVE housing development has been pro¬ 
posed for Ottery St Mary. 

A company named Prockter Land LLP has sig¬ 
nalled its intention to build 165 homes and a residen¬ 
tial care home on land between Barrack Road and 
the bowls and cricket clubs.

The developer also said in the statement: “The de¬ 
velopment will bring forward much-needed new 
market and affordable housing - and in doing so cre¬ 
ate a larger population which will help contribute to 
enhancing Ottery St Mary in the future by increasing 
the viability of the town centre and supporting ex¬ 
isting facilities.”

I am a key committee member 
for the Seaton Visually Impaired 
group, the founder of Axe Valley 
Runners and a main organiser of 
the first ever Grizzly run, as well 
as being a current member of the 
Seaton and District Lions Club 
and the local Royal British Legion 
branch. 

I have also worked closely with 
colleges, schools, and residential 
homes and hospitals raising 
awareness of disability and visual 
impairment. 


I have also been involved in 
sponsoring and supporting char¬ 
ity work and even launched a 
pilot project to provide residents 
at Seaton Hospital with a tactile 
radio. 

I hope to push the consideration 
of disabled people in Seaton in 
regards to proposals such as the 
new visitors centre and water 
taxi, so that these people can use 
the services with the greatest of 
ease and access. 

Another priority is creating a 
safer environment in the town 
with hope to create a safer tactile 
environment around pavement 
furniture in places such as Queen 
Street and Jubilee Gardens. 

Visual awareness training on 
the town council and for staff at 
stores such as Tesco is also im¬ 
portant. 

There are more than 250 blind 
people in Seaton who may not 
have the chance to vote because 
of the format of voting forms or 
not being able to get out. 

Whatever happens, I love it 
here, and since losing my sight, I 
could never leave after such a 
fantastic response of support 
was shown for me. 

It's not just Seaton, but the 
whole country that are still think¬ 
ing that the blind or disabled 
aren't suitable to make decisions 
on behalf of the public, but if 
given the chance we can. People 
must look at the ability, not the 
disability.

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AFTER SERIOUS ACCIDENT IN NEW ZEALAND 

Tina returns to her native Devon 
to continue her music ambitions 


A MUSICIAN and former expat is prepar¬ 
ing for her first Devon winter in 10 
years, having returned from the gener¬ 
ally warmer climes of New Zealand. 

Tina Bridgman is a former Seaton resident and Axmin- 
ster Secondary School head girl who moved to Sidmouth 
after a decade in New Zealand. 

She started her working life at Barclays Bank in 
Axminster but now earns a living as a musician and gui¬ 
tar teacher despite having lost her left arm. 

A Paralympic mindset was needed when Tina woke up 
in a hospital bed in New Zealand after a car accident in 
2004. 

But let’s rewind the tape. 

Tina and her family moved to Seaton when she was 
eight, and her interest in music started in earnest during 
her early teens. 

She attended Axminster Secondary School (now Axe 
Valley Community College) and excelled by becoming 
head girl. 

After leaving the school she got a job with Barclays 
Bank in Axminster and she also joined a band called 
Catch 22. 

Her fellow band members were Andy Cable, David 
Somers, Alan West and David Hill - and Tina recalled: 
“Even though I couldn’t play keyboard, I was the key¬ 
board player and backing vocalist.” 

The band toured venues in the southwest for about two 
years. 

In 1990, Tina wanted to “spread her wings” and went 
to Australia. 

From Australia she went to New Zealand for six 
months and fell in love with the country. 

Her guitar was an ever present companion and talking

about her time overseas, she said: “I had my first busking 
experience and performed my own material to sit-down 
audiences.” 

But her visa expired and Tina returned to Devon. 

After one term studying at Dartington Music College, 
she moved around the UK and spent much time in the 
Brighton area.

The yer 1999 proved to be significant as Tina recorded 
her first album - Hearth - with musicians Richard Osborne 
and Matt Tweed. 

The trio took the name Hearth and a second album - 
Deep Sun Inside - materialised in 2002 after which Tina 
took a break from music and returned to New Zealand. 

She developed various skills and one source of income 
was making candles. 

But things took a turn for the worse in July 2004. 

She lived in Golden Bay, South Island, got a lift to work 
and the car hit black ice and smashed into a tree. 

The driver was OK but Tina was airlifted to hospital 


with a broken collar bone and a badly damaged hand, 
which doctors had to amputate. 

She said: “Even though I had a break from music when 
it happened, my first thought was that I wouldn’t be able 
to play guitar or swim again.” 

But she has found ways of doing both, and is full of 
praise for the health service in New Zealand. 

She was taken through the rehabilitation process and 
said: “I felt really supported and motivated to get back on 
with life. 

“They said: ‘You are basically a musician, so how are 
we going to get you back to it?” 

The answer was to send her on courses involving sound 
therapy, voice exploration and sound engineering. 

She progressed to give voice and guitar lessons, and 
said: “I had never taught before but I was surprised how 
much I enjoyed it.” 

As time passed, though, Tina developed a case of home¬ 
sickness and returned to the UK in March this year. 

If it is permanent or not remains to be seen as she still 
has her stuff in storage in New Zealand. 

She said: “I really missed Devon the last couple of 
years. I’m going to give it a go, it will be my first winter 
here for 10 years.” 

Adopting the motto “if you can talk you can sing”, Tina 
held a voice workshop in Axminster on Saturday in the 
Christian Fellowship Hall, Musbury Road, which could 
be the first of many similar events.

Judicial review on Cloakham 
plan to be held in December 


A DATE has been set for a court hearing that 
could have a major impact on Axminster. 
The Administrative Court at The Royal 
Courts of Justice in London will undertake a 
judicial review on Tuesday, December 4th of 
East Devon District Council’s (EDDC) deci¬ 
sion to grant Axminster Carpets outline plan¬ 
ning permission at Cloakham Lawn. 

The controversial planning application 
caused heated debate, effectively splitting the 
town into two camps. 

A town council meeting in March last year 
had to be rescheduled when it emerged that 
the chosen venue was too small to cope with 
the number of people trying to get in. 

Axminster Carpets gained outline planning 
permission for up to 400 dwellings and up to 
12,000 sq ft of employment space on land at 
Cloakham Lawn in September 2010. 

The application was decided only a few 
weeks into a 12-week EDDC public consul¬ 
tation exercise on long-term planning strat¬ 
egy, calling into the question the point and 
purpose of the consultation exercise. 

Pressure Group Save Our Parkland (SOP) 
was formed and expressed concern about 
traffic-related aspects of the proposed devel¬ 
opment, including the lack of a relief road. 

At the time, Axminster Carpets said the de¬ 
velopment would allow the firm to compete 
at the highest level and inject an estimated 
£11.3 million into the local economy by 2012 
in various ways. 

But SOP - fronted by former Axminster 
Chamber of Commerce chairman Lred Wells

and Liona Hayes before Axminster resident 
Paul Arnott became the organisation’s public 
face - applied for judicial review of EDDC’s 
decision to grant planning permission. 

Axminster Town Council also considered 
seeking a judicial review - which was when 
the over-crowded meeting took place - but 
eventually decided against. 

The court approved SOP’s application for 
judicial review last autumn, and EDDC CEO 


Mark Williams said at the time: “This legal 
challenge takes place against the background 
of a high level of national political, profes¬ 
sional, legal and public interest in the draft 
National Planning Policy Framework, and its 
likely implications.” 

The two parties may have been preparing 
cases behind the scenes, but the matter went 
very quiet for more than a year. 

Last week, however, the court confirmed to 
Putman’s View that a date for the hearing has 
been set - Tuesday, December 4th. 

♦ A judicial review is a legal process to 
challenge the lawfulness of a decision made 
by a public authority. 


Cases are generally heard by a single judge 
sitting in open court. 

Even if the court sides with SOP, EDDC 
would be able to make the same decision 
again, providing the decision is made in a 
lawful way. 

Outline planning application is sought to 
determine if the type of proposal is compati¬ 
ble with the site/area in question. 

♦If an outline planning application is ap¬ 
proved, a full planning application must be 
submitted and approved before construction 
can start.

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County bosses 
promise action 
on pavement

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HIGHWAY bosses have 
promised to improve a 
troublesome Axminster 
pavement after more than 
two years of falling and 
battered pedestrians. 

The stretch of pavement 
in West Street, outside Fox 
& Sons, has taken its toll 
among pedestrians - but 
highway bosses have 
promised action. 

A Devon County Council 
(DCC) told Putman’s View 
last week: “We have sched¬ 
uled this work to be com¬ 
pleted as soon as possible.” 

As previously reported, 
estate agents Amanda Cur¬ 
tis and Phil Roberts first 
highlighted the problem in 
August 2010, saying their 
workplace sometimes re¬ 
sembled an A&E depart¬ 
ment. 

This was because several 
pedestrians had falls and 
the estate agents provided 
basic first aid until medics 
arrived. 

At least one pedestrian 
was knocked unconscious 


and a number of them re¬ 
quired hospital treatment 
after falls on the tricky 
pavement. 

One victim described the 
stretch of pavement as 
“very uneven, with several 
levels”. 

Mr Roberts contacted 
both DCC and Putman’s 
View as early as August 
2010 . 

DCC’s initial response 
was quick as a team in¬ 
spected the pavement al¬ 
most straight away. 

But nothing tangible hap¬ 
pened after that. A DCC 
spokesperson said there 
was room for improve¬ 
ment, possibly as part of 
the following year’s foot¬ 
way maintenance pro¬ 
gramme. 

But the project was not 
included and Mr Roberts 
contacted Putman’s View 
again two years later, in 


August 2012, after a sharp 
and sudden increase in 
falls. 

DCC replied at the time: 
“We are investigating 
whether we are able to take 
this scheme forward as part 
of the 2012/13 Local 
Transport Plan pro¬ 
gramme.” 

A further DCC statement, 
issued on October 22nd, 
said: “We have scheduled 
this work to be completed 
as soon as possible.” 

The spokesperson could¬ 
n’t give a precise date but 
stressed: “The work will 
take place.” 

Mr Roberts commented: 
“It is good they are going 
to do it, but it is late. 

“The number of people 
who have gone down is 
unbelievable.” 

Ms Curtis added: “See¬ 
ing is believing. It will be 
nice to get it sorted.”

SLADES in Honiton are embracing change after recently 
moving to the town’s Heathpark Estate. 

Following the sale of the original Slade’s Garden 
Centre and Pet Store on the corner of the Turk’s Head 
Junction in 2008, Peter Scott Allen and his wife Sarah took 
over and for the last four years have concentrated on the 
pet supply side of the business. This year they decided to 
relocate the pet warehouse to the Heathpark Estate to 
continue the legacy of the thirty year old business. 

Slades Pet Warehouse operates both from a store on 
Duchy Road and a collection warehouse on Gloucester 
Close, where customers have the chance to still get their 
vital pet supplies, wild bird feeds and small holding farm 
feeds as well as coal, logs and solid fuels. 

With the recent move, Slades Pet Warehouse have 
had to reconfigure how they operate, working from two 
warehouses, one to pick up smaller supplies and order 
larger heavier bulk buys, and a second warehouse which 
works as a collection point for larger items with a focus 
on the wholesale and bulk trade in line with many 
operations within the Heathpark Estate. 

Following the relocation at the beginning of September, 
the main focus has been to ensure that regular and new 
customers can fit comfortably into the new set up and are 
still able to pick up their regular supplies. 

Mr Scott Allen said: “Most important is that our options 
were to either close completely or quickly find a way to 
remain in business for our customers of thirty plus years

PATIENTS and residents at 
Seaton Hospital with visual im¬ 
pairments now have a new form 
of entertainment thanks to the 
Seaton & District Lions Club and 
the British Wireless for the Blind 
foundation. 

A tactile radio - for those that 
are visually impaired or without 
sight - was donated to the hos¬ 
pital by members of the Seaton 
and District Lions Club, after 
Lion John Barrington Rowell re¬ 
quested the support on behalf 
of the British Wireless for the 
Blind charity. 

After suffering with loss of 
sight himself, Mr Barrington 
Rowell found out first hand how 
important these radios could be, 
giving him the opportunity to 
catch up on important news, lis¬ 
ten to his own music and enjoy 
entertainment whilst being 
easy to use without support 
from another person. 

The radio is a versatile audio 
player featuring a CD, USB slot 
and cassette player, talking 
newspaper and 10 preset talking 


channels. It’s easy to use for 
those with visual impairments 
with touchy feely buttons, hi 
visibility yellow controls and a 
large, easy to read LCD display 
screen. 

Ninety-year-old Iris Bright- 
well is just one of the residents 
at Seaton Hospital with a visual 
impairment and was one of the 
first to try out the new radio. 

She said: “I think the new radio 
is just excellent. I can’t really 
watch television properly so it 
was nice just listening to the 
radio in short bursts alongside 
other residents in my room. 

“The talking newspaper is just 
marvellous and it will help keep 
us entertained during the long 
days." 

Matron of Seaton Hospital, 
Emma Bagwell added: “We are 
very grateful to the Lions and to 
John for their donation of the 
new radio. 

“We will mainly use it for news 
with the talking newspaper as it 
keeps patients up to date and 
keeps that connection with the 


outside world. 

“We hope in time that the radio 
will increase stimulation and 
motivation for those with visual 
impairments and that people 
will gain the confidence to use 
the controls without assistance 
with the radio’s ease of opera¬ 
tion. 

“We are also planning on get¬ 
ting some story books and nov¬ 
els to play through the CD player 
or from a USB stick to spark 
imagination, as all the residents 
enjoyed listening to it. “

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Former Racol site is priority for Seaton 


FOLLOWING the decision by 
East Devon District Council De¬ 
velopment Management Commit¬ 
tee not to approve the final 
planning application enabling de¬ 
velopment at the derelict former 
Racal site to take place, Seaton 
Town Council held an extraordi¬ 
nary meeting on Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 25 th. 

Members were unanimous in 
their response that it was a priority 
for the town that this development 
commences. 

The site, which is seen as vital 
for the economic input into the 
town, is a brownfield site that will 
bring in much needed public facil¬ 
ities for the town as well as provid¬ 
ing homes for 90 families who will 
spend money with businesses. 

The developer was also due to 


provide a crucial flood defence 
scheme, without which no other 
development on the site can take 
place. 

Attendees at the meeting heard 
that the town council was very dis¬ 
appointed to learn that develop¬ 
ment management members had 
put their desire for affordable 
homes for the district ahead of the 
specific needs of Seaton, as well as 
ahead of EDDC’s own stated poli¬ 
cies to regenerate the town. 

Many members of the public 
spoke up in support of the Axe 
Riverside Seaton Quay proposal 
and were concerned that time was 
running out for the application. 

If all reserved matters are not 
agreed by EDDC by spring of 
2013, then the current application 
would lapse and the development 


would not take place, resulting in 
no planning gains for the town at 
all. 

Seaton Town Council resolved to 
respond to the EDDC Develop¬ 
ment Management Committee by 
asking them to reconsider their de¬ 
cision for the future of the town. 

The town council urges residents 
to write to Cllr Mark Williamson, 
Chairman of the Development 
Management Committee, EDDC, 
Knowle, Sidmouth EX 10 8HL or 
e-mail mwilliamson@eastdevon. 
gov.uk, requesting him to allow 
this decision to be reviewed. 

The town council also asks that 
all those who have written to the 
paper to express their views about 
this issue should also now write to 
Cllr Williamson to let him know 
how they feel.

He then declared Colyford Memorial Hall officially re¬ 
opened. 

Mr West thanked Mr Richards and the Feoffees for their 
recent loan, and a donation that went towards the hall’s 
kitchen refurbishment several years ago. 

He told guests that during the roof replacement in Au¬ 
gust the asbestos was found to be cracked and, had it not 
been replaced and Colyford had heavy snow this winter, 
the roof would have likely collapsed. 

Mr West also thanked Colyton Parish Council which 
has donated £9,000 to the hall over the past three years 
and to the Community Council for Devon which had 
given a grant of £5,000, matched with £1,000 from East 
Devon District Council. 

He added: “A very special, exceptional thanks goes to 
the Goose Fayre organisers and all their helpers. Every 
year, at least since I have been chairman of the hall, we 
have always had a very generous donation 
each year.” 

He also thanked Mr and Mrs Poutney, who 
host the Goose Fayre each year on their land. 

“The Goose Fayre always offers to pay for 
use of the land and they always say no, give it 
to the hall as a donation instead. We have just 
recieved £100 for that.” 

Mr West said the committee had originally 
hoped local celebrity chef, Hugh Fearnley- 
Whittingstall, would re-open the hall, but he 
was abroad and instead donated £100 to the 
cause. 

He also thanked Councillor Randall-John- 
son for securing a grant of £2,500 for a digital 
projection screen for the hall, and BT for pro¬ 
viding a year of free broadband connection. 

Finally, he thanked the hall’s president, 

Harold Wakefield. Mr Wakefiled said: “I de¬ 
cided to move to Devon because my wife was 
Devonian and I suddenly came across this vil¬ 


lage hall and thought ‘what a village!’, and there was a 
house for sale. 

“That was 32 years ago and I have enjoyed those years 
here more than anywhere else.” 

Mr West then called John Bennett, Paula Collingwood, 
Clive Stone and Charles Harris, representing his late 
wife, Janet Harris, onto the stage to give his particular 
thanks to. He said they were “very important people who 
have made this possible”. 

Mr Stone said the success of the hall was down to

IN 1918, 11 November signalled the end of The 
Great War; the Armistice was signed. Since 1921, 
the nation has come together to remember the sac¬ 
rifices that hundreds of thousands of British and 
Commonwealth Service men and women made - 
not just during the Great War, but World War 2 
and all subsequent wars and conflicts including 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 

To salute all these heroes and express the grati¬ 
tude they deserve this Remembrance Day, the Le¬ 
gion is planting a "Flanders Field" of Poppies 
beside the ramparts of the Menin Gate Memorial 
in Ypres. 

Please be part of this heartfelt act of commemo¬ 
ration by dedicating a poppy with your personal 
message. Every poppy planted is one more deed 
of courage remembered. The Menin Gate is 
unique because it is the only place in the world 
where the fallen of the Great War are remembered 
each day.

History: iPoppy Factory 


ON the eleventh hour of the eleventh day of the 
eleventh month in 1918, the First World War 
ended. 

Civilians wanted to remember the people who 
had given their lives for peace and freedom. 

An American War Secretary, Moina Michael, 
inspired by John McCrae's poem,"In Flanders' 
Fields", began selling poppies to friends to raise 
money for the ex-Service community. 

And so the tradition began. 


IN 1922 Major George Howson, a young infantry 
officer, formed the Disabled Society to help disabled 
ex-Service men and women from the First World 
War. 

Howson suggested to the Legion that members of 
the Disabled Society could make poppies, and the 
Poppy Factory was subsequently founded in Rich¬ 
mond in 1922. 

The original poppy was designed so that workers 
with a disability could easily assemble it and this 
principle remains today.

churches 

With NIGEL SPELLER 

FATHER Michael Koppell opens this week: If one were asked 
to state, in a single sentence, just what it is which makes us 
Christians different, one might well be tempted to reply that 
we’re a people of hope. 

And our Christian hope is special because it’s not only for a 
time but also for eternity. It’s good to keep that in mind as we 
approach Remembrance Sunday and think of the brave people 
who gave their lives in world wars and in many other conflicts 
of our troubled time. We remember all those men and women 
with admiration and with gratitude, but, above all, with hope: 
the sure and certain hope of the resurrection to eternal life in 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Remembrance Sunday Services, often including the planting 
of poppies and laying of wreaths will be taking place in the ma¬ 
jority of local churches and chapels, and some in the open air 
on November 11th. Many will start just before 11am, to recall 
the fallen in two Great Wars and the smaller operations since. 

In the preceding week many churches keep All Saints’ Day 
on November 1st and All Souls’ Day on the day following, re¬ 
membering other faithful departed. 

At the beginning of the month members of the former Allhal¬ 
lows School unveiled a memorial plaque to those who gave 
their lives in the Second World War. This was followed by an 
annual Memorial service in St Paul’s Church in Honiton, close 
to where the school was founded in the 16th century. 

On November 15th Honiton Deanery Synod meets in Axmin- 
ster Church at 7:30am -non-members welcome. 

Jamjars and church events - Readers will be aware that there 
has been some controversy and press comment on the re-use of 
jamjars for church events, suggesting that this was against the 
law. The Churches Legislation Advisory Service notes that the 
issue has generated much discussion - not to say derision - that 
risk of prosecution is now minimal. For advice from CLAS,

Church of England parishes are conscious that November is 
a critical month for their affairs, with their General Synod meet¬ 
ing in London from November 19th-21st. They are expected to 
come to a decision on the matter of Women Bishops and, in the 
same month, the Anglican Church at home and overseas will 
be awaiting the name of the next Archbishop of Canterbury. 

Anglican Parishes should register with the Land Registry be¬ 
fore October 2013 all local ancient responsibilities (non-church) 
for chancel repairs, failing which, future costs of work will fall 
upon the local churches. These responsibilities date from the 
Dissolution of the Monastries and must be recorded to obtain 
future financial assistance.

my dancing partner, Denise, and I have since taken up the 
Argentine tango and I have fallen in love with it. The figures 
are so intricate and varied. Moreover, within a piece of music 
the rhythm keeps changing and so it gives the performer a 
real opportunity to express him or herself on the dance floor. 

• HAS their been an upsurge in interest in 
dancing since Strictly Come Dancing ? 

I think when the series first hit the airwaves, there was a mas¬ 
sive upsurge in the number of people who wanted to learn 
to dance. Interest has now died down a bit, but it is still there. 
Perhaps though the return of tough economic times will 
lead more people to search for something different in their 
lives, as did those who danced away the Great Depression 
of the 1930s. 

• TELL us about the classes in Colyford...

• WHAT are the benefits of taking 
up ballroom dancing? 

There is no better way of meeting new friends and socialis¬ 
ing. It is excellent for relaxing after a hard day's work, is good 
for lifting your moral and allows you to forget your problems. 
Learning to dance keeps the mind alert and the body active 

- it can reduce levels of stress, strengthen bones and mus¬ 
cles and help to control body weight. Dance also offers an 
activity for people who may not consider themselves as 
"sporty". The benefit of dance is not only that of increased 
exercise, but the participation in an art form, which is routed 
in technique, and which gives the opportunity for a creative 
outlet. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

Learning foreign languages, especially French, German and 
Spanish. Yoga and swimming, watching cricket and rugby. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Colyford? 

The people, who are very friendly and always seem to have 
time for you. In addition, the peace and quiet and the lack 
of traffic. I used to live in rural France and the thought of 
going back to a large English town or city with its hurly-burly 
really fills me with horror. 

• WHAT would you change about 
or add to the area if you could? 

I would like to see a small French supermarket move into the 
area, because I do miss certain French produce, especially 
their wine and cheeses. 

• WHICH three well-known dancers 
would you invite to a dinner party? 

Ginger Rogers - one of the all time great female dancers. She 
would be able to give me the lowdown on what it was really 
like to dance with Fred Astaire. Gene Kelly - another dancing 
great, who would not only be able to tell me what it is like 
to dance and sing in the rain, but also how on earth it is pos¬ 
sible to dance on roller skates - he performed this feat in the 
romantic musical fantasy film Xanadu. Anton Du Beke, the 
Strictly professional. As well as being a superb ballroom 
dancer, he is also a keen golfer, who plays off six and was a 
junior boxer and county footballer. At the same time, he is 
one of the funniest men on the planet.

Badger population 
should be reduced 


THE recent sight of three road accident badgers within 
several hundred yards of each other is a reminder that the 
population of these animals is far too large for its own 
good. 

As we know, the pilot culling schemes which were 
scheduled for parts of Gloucestershire and West Somerset 
have been postponed until some time next year, presum¬ 
ably the late summer when sows have had their cubs. 

MPs voted by 147 to 28 in favour of a motion for the 
cull to be stopped and a vaccination programme for badg¬ 
ers to be pursued. This followed a five and a half hour 
debate as a result of a petition signed by 163,000 people 
opposing the ban. 

Paul Wilkinson, who is Head of Living Landscapes for 
the Wildlife Trusts, said that it is time for the Government 
to listen to the views of scientists, the public and now 
MPs. 

He went on “a badger vaccine is available now and im¬ 
proved biosecurity measures can help to reduce the 
spread of the disease (bovine TB) and in the longer term 
a cattle vaccine can play a very real part in helping deal 
with the problem...” 

I have long maintained that the badger cull would be a 
trigger for rural chaos. Without question a small but vo¬ 
ciferous group opposed to the cull were intent on causing 
havoc to the farming community and now that the cull 
has been delayed until next year, the more violent ele¬ 
ments of opposition, some recruited from the discredited 
hunt saboteurs and similar movements, will have ample 
time in which to plan their opposition. 

None are remotely interested in the welfare of cattle or 
the livelihoods of farmers, nor do they have any real un¬ 
derstanding of the countryside and its management. 

If people like the guitar player, Brian May, had any real 
grasp of the issues involved he could have an important 
role to play in making the wider public understand that 
badgers and foxes are not furry little people to be treated 
as lovable pets but living wild animals which kill a wide 
range of other creatures in order to exist. 

My own view is that the cull is indeed a waste of time 
as far as any effect it might have on the significant reduc¬ 
tion of bovine TB, but the badger population is now out 
of hand, and has been for some years. 

Treated as some sort of rare and iconic animal, claimed 
to be an endangered species and so protected that one 
hardly dares so much as look at a badger sett, the ex¬ 
panding population is having a significant effect on other 
wildlife, notably hedgehogs, whilst there is little doubt 
that the animals themselves will become increasingly 
subject to disease. The badger population across the 
country should be reduced for its own sake and the sake 
of other wildlife. 

A unique auction is under way as a means of raising 
money to assist Dorset’s wildlife. Politicians, including 
David Cameron, musicians, actors and comedians have 
all donated original drawings for which one can bid on 
line. 

The celebrities were asked to make a sketch of a British 
animal or plant. Many of the sketches from celebrities in¬ 
clude fingerprint drawings, some are simple sketches, 
while singer Marty Wilde has painted a complete picture 
with a finger dipped in paint. 

The first drawings, including those by Susan Hamp¬ 
shire and Learne Cotton went online on November 4th 
and the event will continue over the winter with all pro¬ 
ceeds going to the protection of Dorset’s wildlife. 

Amongst the celebrities are Glenda Jackson, Robin 
Cousins, Prunella Scales and Daniel O’Donnell and to 
see their work among the 50 sketches submitted go to 
w w w.dorsetwildlife trust .org .uk/celebrity art

After win¬ 
ning continuous awards for his top sales, Tony decided 
that his s ki lls would be better invested in his own busi¬ 
ness instead of for ‘Great Universal Stores’ and decided 
to give it a try. 

Tony and Alma took over the business from Mr 
Woodgate in January 1969. Throughout the winter 
months, takings were low, but progressed as the summer 
months came and with that came the sale of swimwear 
and beach shoes etc. 

A large show window was installed as a main feature 
to the shop, enabling the shop to show off its large sales 
area, with a growing need for more merchandise. Sales 
began to improve substantially and with this came the 
came the need to employ a couple of sales assistants. 

As winter arrived again, Beer turned into a ghost town, 
with many shops closed for the winter, so Tony had an 
idea of specialising in bigger sizes for men. This came 
about after trying to buy a blazer for himself in C & A’S 
in Exeter and finding that the sleeves came half way up 
his arms - which the assistant found very amusing. Tony 
being a big man himself thought that others must have a 
similar problem. 

In 1981, to size up the market, Tony put an advert in 
the Exchange and Mart and was astonished by the result. 
One Tuesday he received £241 in the post, which in those 
days was equivalent to a week’s taking in the winter 
months. 

Realising the route to success was through advertising; 
Tony started to put single columns in the national papers, 


such as the Dailey Express and Dailey Mirror. These ad¬ 
verts cost £350 to £450 for each advert, but generated 
hundreds of replies. 

Catalogues were then posted to customers, firstly in 
black and white, but quickly progressed to a 40 page 
coloured catalogue. Unfortunately with the success in this 
area of the market and the need for more space, it was 
decided to close the ladies department. Tony found it 
problematic being able to find manufacture that would 
make the goods in the sizes that his customers required 
which included suits up to 70 inch chest, trousers up to a 
66 inch waist and shoes to a size 15. 

Customers from far and wide stated it was cheaper to 
travel to Beer, stay the night in a hotel and stock up their 
clothes at Osborne’s, rather than pay the prices in major 
cities like London. Amongst the celebrities that shopped 
at Osborne’s was Bob Willis who was photographed with 
Tony outside the shop, Patrick Moore the astronomer and 
M.P.’s from the House of Commons. 

In 1983, mail order becoming increasingly demanding. 
The business would not have been such a success without 
the hard work and dedication of the staff who worked for 
Tony and Alma and for that they have always extended 
their gratitude. 

In 1989 Tony had to retire on advice from medical pro¬ 
fession in order to have a multiple heart bypass operation, 
but continued to model with his friends; Andy Sydenham 
and Les Andrews for the current proprietors in the Os¬ 
borne’s catalogue. 

Tony and Alma enjoyed 22 years of retirement before 
unfortunately losing Alma to cancer last year. He says 
that none of this would have been possible without her 
constant support and dedication to him and the business. 
Whilst Tony was at the fore front of the business it was 
only family and close friends that knew that Alma was 
an equal partner behind the scenes.

Undemocratic vote? 


■ DEVON Senior Voice 
(DSV), the voluntary 
forum for the over 50s, has 
serious concerns about the 
election on November 15 th 
of a Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC), who 
will take over from the 
Police Authority as the 
overseer of the Devon and 
Cornwall police force. 

The Commissioner will 
have the power to hire and 
fire the Chief Constable, 
and set the force’s budget 
and strategic direction, but 
will not make operational 
decisions. 

We believe the new 
system is flawed, for a 
number of reasons. We 
question the wisdom of 
introducing these 

expensive changes at a 
time when the number of 
police officers in England 
and Wales is being reduced 
by budget cuts. You just 
have to open your local 
newspaper in Devon to 
read that farm robberies 
have recently risen, 
including rustling of 
animals and theft of farm 
equipment and chemicals. 

Devon is a large county, 
and many of our 2000-plus 
members live in rural and 


remote areas, leaving them 
more vulnerable to crime 
and resulting in fear and 
increasing social isolation. 

Furthermore, why is just 
one person replacing the 
19 members of the 
authority? Four out of the 
10 candidates appear to be 
backed by political parties, 
which would, if that is the 
case, give the four more 
money and resources to 
contest this election. 

This would mean that 
political candidates will be 
at an advantage over 
independents. 

Should a Police 


Commissioner be elected 
by political parties? The 
Electoral Commission has 
circulated all households 
with brief details about the 
purpose and role of a PCC. 

But the leaflet gives no 
information about who is 
standing for election - if 
you want to know more, 
you are advised to visit a 
website or call a 
Freephone number to order 
printed information. 

The government decided 
on cost grounds against the 
obvious policy of allowing 
candidates to post 
campaign literature about 


themselves to people’s 
homes by Freepost, thus 
denying many the ability to 
make an informed 
democratic choice. 

Finally, as the largest 
group of people who turn 
out to vote, we in DSV are 
seriously concerned at how 
democratic this election 
will be. Voting figures in 
local elections are 
generally low, and if that is 
the case the appointment 
will lack even the veneer of 
being democratic.

Brake reaction: thousands of casualties 
caused by poor driver vision 


A REPORT out today commis¬ 
sioned by insurer RSA, has found 
that road crashes caused by poor 
driver vision result in an esti¬ 
mated 2,900 casualties and cost 
£33 million per year. 

Brake and RSA are calling for 
the numberplate test to be re¬ 
placed with a requirement for 
drivers to have a proper vision 
test with a qualified professional 
at the start of their driving career, 
and mandatory re-testing every 
10 years thereafter linked to driv¬ 


ing licence photocard renewal.

They took up resi¬ 
dence in the home twenty two and 
turned pressure into points immediately, 
through their out half.
